It is only necessary to dispose of the 
water to eliminate a breeding site, 
Kramer said. Mosqu itoes hav e a flight 
range of abou t two miles. 
In larger pools of water and stagnant 
ditches, Kramer and Barnhill will u se 
a larv acide to kill the mosqu itoes in a 
y ou ng stage. The problem will be 
continu ed ev ery 7 to 10 day s. 
They ex pect to begin that task this 


week after identify ing the pools as 
possible breeding sites by actu ally 
captu ring mosqu ito larv a and allowing 
it to grow u nder a controlled situ ation.

mosqu itoes will begin May 16 and will 
ru n throu gh the mosqu ito season. A 
weekly schedu le will be annou nced 
soon, bu t the specialists say they will 
be concentrating their efforts on areas 
of high popu lation this y ear. 
They hope to spray these areas 
ev ery three day s with Malathion, a 
contact insecticide. 
The obv iou s object of their attack is 
the Cu lex pipien mosqu ito, the v ariety 
that spreads the St. Lou is strain of 
encephalitis to hu mans. 
They will breed throu ghou t the 
su mmer, bu t will probably not become 
a threat u ntil later in the season. 
The spray will also kill Aedes 
v ex ans, those big, fierce biters which 
are beginning activ ity now, and the 
Aedes canadensis, which are capable 
of spreading the milder California 
strain of encephalitis.

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ru ral people perceiv e any need for 
either hou sing changes or maintaining 
or renov ating them.

Mobile 
units delivering help also encourage 
the aged to feel more independent and 
counteract their view of such services 
as welfare. 
He said mental health networks 
serve the rural elderly unequally 
com pared to m etropolitan areas. 
Health planning networks have yet to 
provide major leadership except in 
select areas, he said. 
Kaplan said the state operates 14 
agencies to establish information and 
referral, escort services and tran­ 
sportation for the elderly. 
Rural agencies need to stress local 
freedom and an innovative com­ 
bination of services, he said. 
The conference also dealt with crime 
and safety, nutrition and education 
resources. It was sponsored by the 
Ohio Commission on Aging and the 
OSU division of continuing education.

Republican Leader Howard Baker 
said he would favor using taxes to save 
the fund if the alternative were 
bankruptcy for Social Security. 
Under Carter’s proposals, changes 
in Social Security would be felt start­ 
ing in two years. Beginning in 1979, all 
employers and those workers who now 
earn more than $16,500 a year would 
pay more taxes into the Social Security 
fund. Lower-paid workers would begin 
paying higher taxes in 1985. 
In a message to Congress, Carter 
said $83 billion in new revenue is 
needed for Social Security by 1982. 
Otherwise the fund that finances 
benefits for disabled persons will be 
exhausted in 1979, while the fund from 
which old-age and survivors benefits 
are paid will run out of money in 1983, 
he warned. 
Thirty-three million people receive 
Social Security benefits while 104 
million pay into the system. Mondale 
said changes are needed to assure 


workers they will receive the benefits 
they are paying for. 
“Older Americans shouldn’t have to 
live in fear that their benefits may be 
reduced or cut off,” he said. “Younger 
Americans must be free to plan for 
their futures.” 
The proposed changes drew praise 
from organized labor and criticism 
from an organization of businessmen. 
AFL-CIO President George Meany 
said in a statement Carter’s plan 
“ would put the Social Security 
program on a sound financial basis 
now and in the future.” The United 
Auto Workers Union also praised the 
President’s recommendations. 
But Andrew Melgard, an official of

The 36,000-ton vessel was built at a 
cost of $550 million to raise a sunken 
Russian submarine in 1974. It has the 
capacity to lift objects from 18,000 feet 
below the ocean surface. 
Government officials have refused 
to comment publicly, but published 
reports have said the vessel managed 
to salvage part of the Russian sub. 
The Explorer’s huge hold is a cavern 
the size of an aircraft hanger used to 
store whatever the ship’s cranes and 
cables lift from the ocean depths. 
Ninefoot-thick gates in the hold floor 
open to permit objects to be hauled 
inside. 
The Explorer, which arrived here in 
January, is expected to lie at anchor 
off this town 20 miles north of San 
Francisco for about five years while 
feasibility studies are conducted to 
determine if the 650-foot ship should be 
transformed into a research vessel for 
deep-sea drilling projects. 
It joins a group of some 175 other 
ships, the nation’s largest reserve 
fleet. It is held rn place by four 10-ton 
and four smaller anchors, and four 
massive chains secured to 70-foot steel 
beams driven 20 feet into the ocean 
floor.

The plan, which has the reluctant 
support of White House energy adviser 
Jam es R. Schlesinger, would have the 
secretary of energy propose pricing 
decisions on natural gas and oil to the 
board. The board would send its own 
decisions to the president, who would 
have veto authority over the panel’s 
recommendations.

sh utting th e doors on post offices in 
some 17,000 rural communities, a 
gov ernment study say s. 
As an ex ample of offices th at sh ould 
be closed, th e study cites 10 facilities 
wh ich it calls ex amples of ex treme 
inefficiency , since th ey account for 
less th an $150 worth of business a y ear. 
“ Assuming an av erage transaction 
of $1 (wh ich is rath er low), th ey 
av erage less th an one-th ird of a 
transaction per day ," th e study say s. 
Th e study , prepared for th e Postal 
Serv ice board of gov ernors, say s th ere 
would be no immediate rash 
of 
closings and th at furth er studies would 
be needed. Th e Postal Serv ices 
maintains post offices in an estimated 
30,000 communities. 
Th e study also say s surv ey s sh ow 
th at rural residents wh o oppose post 
office closings find th em “h igh ly 
satisfactory once th ey occur. 
“ Among th ose wh ose offices h av e 
been closed, th ere is a h igh degree of 
satisfaction with th e new serv ices th ey 


are receiv ing,” th e study say s. 
Despite th e conclusion, th e report’s 
assertion th at closings will not h urt 
serv ice is certain to be ch allenged in 
Congress. Prev ious Postal Serv ice 
attempts to cut th e number of offices 
h av e run into h eav y opposition from 
representativ es from rural districts. 


One foe of past Postal Serv ice cuts, 
Rep. Paul Simon, D-Ill., is promising 
anoth er battle. 
“ It would be a disaster," Simon said 
wh en told of th e study ’s recom­ 
mendation. 
“Th e Postal Serv ice th inks th at if it 
cuts back serv ice and raises rates it 
will mov e toward a balanced budget. 
History sh ows th at it won’t work." 


Adv ocates of maintaining th e rural 
offices say a community loses its 
identity wh en it loses its post office. 
Th ey also contend th at th e local post 
office, often a single-room building, is 
a community meeting place. 
In rural areas with out post offices, a 
local store is auth orized to sell stamps, 
weigh packages and prov ide oth er 
postal serv ices. Rural postmen also 
sell stamps.

LONDON (AP) — President Carter 
told the NATO allies today Western 
Europe needs more military muscle 
because Communist forces are “much 
stronger than needed for any defense 
purpose.’’ 
In an address prepared for a special 
summit meeting of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, Carter said the 
United States is ready “to make a 
major effort” toward improving 
NATO’s strength and urged the other 
14 members to do the same. 
Carter called for a committee of 
NATO defense ministers to study the 
military status of all alliance members 
and report at another summit meeting 
in Washington next May. 
“The threat facing the alliance has 
grown steadily in recent years,” 
Carter said. “The Soviet Union has 
achieved essential, strategic nuclear 
equivalents. Its (European) theater

forces 
have

strengthened. The Warsaw Pact’s 
conventional forces in Europe em­ 
phasize an offensive posture. 
“These forces are much stronger 
than needed for any defense purpose. 
Since 1965, new ground and air 
weapons have been introduced in most 
major categories: self-propelled ar­ 
tillery, mobile tactical missiles, 
mobile air-defense guns, armored 
personnel carriers, tactical aircraft 
and tanks. The Pact’s buildup con­ 
tinues undiminished.”

O hio Guard 
Strength Cut 
Announced 


WORTHINGTON, Ohio (AP) - 
Reduction in the size of the Ohio Army 
National 
Guard, 
decreasing 
authorized strength from 16,000 to 
14,350 persons, has been approved by 
the Secretary of the Army, guard 
officials said Monday. 
Adjutant Gen. Maj. James C. Clem 
said the reduction is part of a 
reorganization 
plan 
based 
on 
elimination of units no longer required 
and improvement of the guard’s 
ability to respond in the event of 
natural disasters. 
"Under

reorganization, 
several

engineer companies will be relocated 
and more evenly dispersed throughout 
Ohio,” Clem said. 
Clem said excess military police 
units located in northwestern Ohio will 
be most affected by the change. But he 
said engineer units are being retained 
and relocated since they have a 
greater capability to perform com­ 
munity action and natural disaster 
assistance due to the types of equip­ 
ment they employ. 
One cavalry unit in northeastern 
Ohio, the 107th Armored Cavalry 
Regiment, will be reduced in strength 
from three squadrons to two. Clem 
said that change is a result of the 
inability of some units to meet Army 
readiness requirements. 
The adjutant general said some full- 
and part-time guard personnel will

While not as severe, the California 
strain was and is prevalent in the 
county, as documented by Ohio 
Department of Health research. The 
disease is usually confused with a 
summer cold, they said. 
Kramer and Barnhill are able to 
determine the presence of the virus by 
taking blood samples from nestling 
birds in the case of St. Louis and blood 
samples from small mammals for 
California. 
The diseases are transferred to 
humans from the birds and mammals 
by means of the mosquito’s beak or 
proboscis. 
Kramer, who has seen an increase in 
virus activity already this year, an­ 
ticipates a large mosquito population. 
He cites recent heavy rains, which will 
serve to create breeding sites, and the 
forecasted long, hot summer which 
will create stagnant water holes. 
To help combat the problems, 
Kramer says his department will 
purchase chemicals with a portion of 
the $8,300 grant given last year by the 
Ohio Department of Health, and will 
use an ODH mister machine.

operate more effectively and save an 
estimated $490 million a year by 
shutting the doors on post offices in 
some 17,000 rural communities, a 
government study says. 
As an example of offices that should 
be closed, the study cites IO facilities 
which it calls examples of extreme 
inefficiency, since they account for 
less than $150 worth of business a year. 
“Assuming an average transaction 
of $1 (which is rather low), they 
average less than one-third of a 
transaction per day,” the study says. 
The study, prepared for the Postal 
Service board of governors, says there 
would be no immediate rash of 
closings and that further studies would 
be needed. The Postal Services 
maintains post offices in an estimated 
30,000 communities. 
The study also says surveys show 
that rural residents who oppose post 
office closings find them “highly 
satisfactory once they occur. 
“Among those whose offices have 
been closed, there is a high degree of 
satisfaction with the new services they 


are receiving,” the study says. 
Despite the conclusion, the report’s 
assertion that closings will not hurt 
service is certain to be challenged in 
Congress. Previous Postal Service 
attempts to cut the number of offices 
have run into heavy opposition from 
representatives from rural districts. 


One foe of past Postal Service cuts. 
Rep. Paul Simon, D-Ill., is promising 
another battle. 
“It would be a disaster,” Simon said 
when told of the study’s recom­ 
mendation. 
“The Postal Service thinks that if it 
cuts back service and raises rates it 
will move toward a balanced budget. 
History shows that it won’t work.” 


Advocates of maintaining the rural 
offices say a community loses its 
identity when it loses its post office. 
They also contend that the local post 
office, often a single-room building, is 
a community meeting place. 
In rural areas without post offices, a 
local store is authorized to sell stamps, 
weigh packages and provide other 
postal services. Rural postmen also 
sell stamps.

Even with such savings, Pentagon 
officials say, inflation and growth 
would make the fiscal 1979 defense 
budget bigger than projected spending 
of $120.4 billion for fiscal 1978. 
The services will try to negotiate for 
more money for themselves in a long 
process that will culminate in a fiscal 
1979 Carter defense budget reaching 
Congress next January. Fiscal 1979 
will begin Oct. I, 1978.

Patty Hearst 
Receives 
Probation 
LOS ANGELES (AP) - Patricia 
Hearst has won five years probation on 
charges stemming from a 1974 
shootout at Mel’s Sporting Goods 
Store. Some said Miss Hearst — who 
could have received 15% years to life 
in prison — suffered enough, but the 
store owner says he was stunned by the 
sentence. 
“I don’t quite understand it. I don’t 
think it’s right, but what can you do?” 
said Carroll (Bill) Huett, 55. “Ifs very 
obvious (that she should have been 
jailed). If it had been one of us we 
would have. I was a little stunned to 
say the least,” he said in an interview 
Monday after the sentence was an­ 
nounced. 
In addition to probation, Superior 
Court Judge E. Talbot Canister or­ 
dered the heiress to make financial 
restitution to Huett. 
A report filed by Miss Hearst’s 
probation investigator revealed that 
Huett is “extremely bitter and angry 
as to how this offense has affected his 
life and business.” 
Huett, who was struck in the arm by 
one of Miss Hearst’s bullets, has filed a 
civil suit against Miss Hearst, the 
report said, but was unable to get past 
her bodyguards to serve a subpoena. 
He has estimated damage to his 
store at $6,000. 
During the sentencing hearing, 
Deputy Dist. Atty. Sam Mayerson 
said, “It would be wrong to satisfy 
those who say there is special treat­ 
ment for the rich by punishing this 
defendant disproportionately.”

concur in the findings of the Warren 
Commission.” 
The Warren Commission concluded 
that Kennedy was killed by Oswald 
acting alone. 
Donahue, who has a gun shop in 
suburban Towson, first became in­ 
volved with the assassination in a 1967 
CBS television show in which he and 
other marksman fired the type of rifle 
Oswald is thought to have used under 
almost the same conditions. 
Donahue was the only one to score 
three accurate shots during a 6.5 
second period, the time Oswald is 
thought to have had to fire. 
He accepts the evidence that Oswald 
was trying to kill the president in 
Dallas on Nov. 22, 1963. But he says 
Oswald’s first bullet missed the 
presidential car, hitting the pavement 
and breaking up in a spray of metal 
fragments. 


“It is a matter of record that five 
metal fragments were picked up later 
in the car,” he said. “There is pictoral 
evidence of their hitting the windshield 
and 
also 
denting 
a 
piece 
of 
chromework near the rearview 
mirror.” 
He theorizes that one of the 
fragments was the 6.5mm piece of 
metal found between Kennedy’s skull 
and skin. 
“It would sting — as a shot from a 
BB gun would sting — and after having 


been hit, the president could have 
made the exclamation Roy Kellerman 
said he made, ‘My God, I’m hit.’” 
Donahue said. 
Kellerman, a Secret Service agent, 
was riding in the front seat of the 
presidential limousine. 
“Oswald’s second shot was the so­ 
called miracle bullet which pierced the 
president’s back and throat and passed 
through (former Texas) Gov. (John) 
Connally,” Donahue said. 
“Unlikely as it may seem, the high- 
velocity bullet would be easily capable 
of doing exactly what the Warren 
Report accepted as actuality," he said. 
He added that the president could not 
have spoken after being hit by the 
high-velocity bullet, which shattered 
his larynx. 
“Gov. Connally recovered from his 
wounds and I think the president could 


have, too, although possibly his voice 
might have been impaired,” the 
gunsmith said. 
To explain the fatal shot, which blew 
Kennedy’s skull apart, Donahue cites 
the testimony of S. M. Holland, an 
elderly man who saw the assassination 
from an overpass. Holland said he saw 
a Secret Service man stand up in the 
presidential car with a machine gun 
and stumble. 
Donahue said he thinks the man who 
stood was in the follow-up car. The 
gunsmith said he feels most observers 
didn’t see him because he was shielded 
by other agents in the follow-up car. 
“Did Oswald get off a third shot? If 
he did, it could have gone wild, and the 
sound of it could have blended with the 
shot fired accidentally by a Secret 
Service man in the followup car,” 
Donahue said.

Undoubtedly many excuses 
can be offered to explain why 
the U.S. 
Army

problems. But none of those 
traditionally offered stand the 
test of scrutiny. 
The nation continues to

ployment, 
we 
are 
told, 
especially 
among 
young 
people. Why, then, is the Army 
having so much trouble filling 
its ranks at a time when it 
offers record wages and fringe 
benefits and at a time when no 
wars are underway in which 
the United States is involved 
or is likely to become in­ 
volved? 


Is the volunteer concept a 
failure? Is the fact that U.S. is 
not overtly threatened at this 
time a detriment to enlist­ 
ment? Does the Vietnam af­ 
tertaste still linger? Is there 
something wrong with the 
unemployment statistics? 
All of these may play some 
part in the answer, but the 
truth is no one seems to know. 
One possible clue is the 
quality of recruit the Army 
succeeds in enlisting. That 
quality, as measured by the 
number with high school 
diplomas, is declining. 
During 
the 
first 
three 
months of this year, only 47 
per cent of the Army’s recruits 


possessed 
high 
school 
diplomas, the lowest level in at 
least a year and 9 per cent 
under the Army’s minimum 
objectives. What this could 
mean is that the least em­ 
ployable of the unemployed 
are turning to the Army, but 
that many of the better 
educated or trained prospects 
are holding out for an im­ 
provement in the domestic 
economy. 
Only some deep-digging 
research is going to tell the 
Army why its recruitment 
efforts are failing. Instead of 
guessing at the reasons, the 
service needs hard facts to 
guide future recruiting efforts.

Dobkin:” Groucho Marx began, in a 
letter to a lady named Marjorie 
Dobkin, who had invited him to visit 
her New York apartment for tea .. . 
"Dear Miss Dobkin: I wish I could 
accept your kind offer to tea and 
cookies but the whole project isn’t 
feasible, logical or sensible. To begin 
with I am approximately 3,000 miles 
away and I am tied up with my 
secretary. These ties are very strong. 
They art: almost as sacred as the bonds 
of matrimony and because of this and 
many other reasons I am unable to 
accept your kind and generous offer. 
Besides, it is raining outside and I 
never go to New York when it is 
raining. 
‘‘I remain insincerely yours - 
Groucho Marx.” 
I’ve been thinking about that letter 
lately, one of hundreds of breezy notes 
Groucho 
dispatched 
over 
his 
professional lifetime with joy and 
pride. A remarkable man, whose 
enthusiasm for his writings exceeded 
by 
far his 
ego 
regarding show 
business, he said at our last meeting, 
‘‘People will treasure my letters 
because they’re loaded with sex, 
wisdom, jocular sayings, and special 
information on how to avoid probate!” 
What a shame he cannot, or will not, 
send off a letter to someone today, 
explaining how he feels about the 
recent headlined court battles which 
resulted in 
the 
removal 
of 
his 
secretary-companion, Erin Fleming, 
as his conservator. I’m certain he 
would have something pithy to say on 
the subject - if he is physically or 
emotionally well enough to respond to 
the current sensationalism. The 
silence of his pen, under the cir­ 
cumstances, is puzzling. 
Groucho was asked by the library of 
Congress if 
they 
might 
have 
a 
collection of his correspondence. "I 
didn’t get it,” he said, "until I read 
over some of the stuff they had seen. 
Then I got the picture.” 
Through his long professional 
lifetime, Groucho has exchanged 
humorous thoughts and philosophies 
with presidents, politicians, movie 
stars and fellow wits. Some samples, 
from a book he sent me titled, "The 
Groucho Letters” ; 
latter to Harry Truman, Aug. 15, 
1954 - "Dear Harry, I know you are 
busy writing your memoirs and dozens 
of other assorted jobs, but I think that 
one of these days you ought to pay a 
visit to the Coast as a private citizen. If 
you want to come I can put you up. I 
have a swimming pool and a pool 
table. I shoot very badly and if you are 
any good with the cue, you could 
possible win enough to pay your ex­ 
penses.” 
To Goodman Ace, July, 1960 - "Dear 
Goodman: I’m goggle-eyed from 


watching the convention. Until TV, 
nobody knew the caliber of the clowns 
governing the country. Ifs impossible 
to observe these chowder heads in 
action with their funny hats and 
ballons, without feeling sure we’re 
destined to go the way of Rome, 
Greece, and big-time vaudeville . . . ” 
To his publishing firm, Simon & 
Schuster, in response to a com­ 
plimentary wire - "Dear Boys; Let’s 
face it. You’re not callow kids any 
more. Today you must be regarded as 
a fairly elderly and crusty publishing 
company with a long history of gim­ 
crack literature as your sole claim to 
existence and I milk say I think ifs 
about time you grew up and stopped 
sending bootlicking wires to your 
betters. A Bulova watch, perhaps, a 
crate of Tinker Toys, a side of beef, but 
not just words. Send me something I 
can get my teeth into and, for that, 
gentlemen, remember there’s nothing 
like a dame.’’ 
Letter declining membership in a 
Hollywood Club - "I don’t care to 
belong to any social organization that 
will accept me as a member.” 
When Groucho would come to New 
York, he would see - with jaundiced 
eye, of course - one interviewer a day. 
Over lunch. At a different restaurant 
each time. I was lucky our first 
meeting. I drew him at “21.” He was 
sitting stiffly, patiently, by the 
fireplace in the lounge. “Come warm 
up, you’ll need it lunching with me,” 
were his openers. 
The maitre d’ bowed and scraped us 
to a table banked against a wall. 
Groucho chose the chair facing the 
wall. "I can’t stand to look at people,” 


he leered. The waiter asked if he’d like 
a cocktail. “No, thanks. I’ve had a 
drink here before.” The waiter and 
captain departed, chuckling. “That’s 
the trouble with people,” grunted 
Groucho. “I have a flair for alienating 
them but they think I’m kidding. At a 
cocktail party last night I insulted Roy 
Cohn. I said, ‘You know, I’ve hated you 
ever since the McCarthy days.’ He sent 
me home in his Cadillac.” He conceded 
nobody takes him seriously because 
his professional style was a straight- 
faced growl. “Bedpan, ifs called, isn’t 
it? 


"Yes, that’s my trouble all right. I 
flail away and people say oh, he’s a 
funny old jugglehead.” 
That’s why he preferred writing than 
performing in the long run. “I can say 
what I want, and I don’t have to watch 
people misinterpret it.” 
That reminded me to ask about his 
latest TV appearances. “Oh, forget 
it,” he said. “Just say it’s on CBS, and 
then write about the troubles in 
Eurasia. And I’m sure you will,” he 
leered. "TV is like stealing money. 
Anyway, I have enough money to live 
on. If I die next week.” 
Then he started talking about his 
books. “You haven’t read them? ITI 
send over copies immediately.” He 
scribbled a note, to himself. That af­ 
ternoon, fresh from a bookstore where 
he’d purchased them, came "Groucho 
and Me,” “Memoirs of a Mangy 
Lover” and "Many Happy Returns.” 


"Someday,” he promised, proudly, 
“I’m going to write a book that really 
tells everything. I hope you’ll read it.” 
Now is the time, Groucho.

MARBLEHEAD, Ohio (AP) - East

Donich says. "But we’re trying to get a 
head start on some of the things now.”

Speaking Of Your Health

Dyslexia is a complicated form of 
learning disability which, for years, 
has been completely overlooked or 
misinterpreted. 
Many children and grown-ups have 
suffered by their inability to separate 
similarly shaped letters from others. 
The letter “p” may look like “b.” The 
letter “n” may look Bike “h.” 
Words like “saw” may be read as 
“was.” “Lap” may be “pal.” The 
distortion very often has given 
teachers the misimpression that 
children may be “slow” or even 
“retarded” 
because 
of 
the 
unawareness of the presence of 
dyslexia. 
Only in recent years have children 
with this condition been liberated from 
the 
misunderstood handicap 
of 
dyslexia. 
I now want to share with my readers 
a remarkable document from a patient 
of mine who told me more explicitly 
the enormity of the handicap that she 
suffered because of undiagnosed 
dyslexia. 
That is what she wrote: “Words 
have been simultaneously my life’s 
work and the bane of my existence. 
Like a chef who hates to eat, for 38 
years I have lived a strange life due to 
a condition that is now coming under 
some degree of scrutiny. 
I am 
dyslexic. 
I have extreme difficulty 
with word coding coupled with an 
inability to associate printed letters 
and words with spoken sound. 
"This means that I cannot read for 
more than 
15 minutes without 
exhaustion because I confuse letters 
and reverse words. I can’t read out 
loud without stumbling over words. 
I 
don’t 
know 
the 
alphabet, 


multiplication or division tables, don’t 
know left from right and scramble to 
write down a note when someone tells 
me something, even something as 
simple as a telephone number. 
“I’ve been a journalist and have 
trouble reading a newspaper. I’m a 
poetess who can’t read other people’s 
poems. I’m an economist who had to be 
separated from the world of economic 
literature. 
“I always considered myself as 
being stupid. This, despite the fact that 
my I.Q. is 160. 
All of my ac­ 
complishments occurred at college 
and graduate school after the long- 
delayed and miss diagnosis of 
dyslexia. 
“How many millions of similar cases 
are there in America today, where 
children are faced with what appears 
to them to be insurmountable ob­ 
stacles, but which, unlike a highly 
visible physical handicap, is not 
recognized by teachers, parents and 
even doctors?” 
A massive attack must be made by 
educators, supported by Federal 
grants, to uncover dyslexics, recognize 
their potential, train them, and 
reintegrate them into their proper 
place in the classroom and in society.

The unit commander is Brigadier

The 121st Tactical Fighter Wing 
traces its history to the 357th Fighter 
Group and the 364th Fighter Squadron 
of World War II. 


The unit saw actien at Normandy, 
Ardennes, Central 
Europe, 
the 
Rhineland, and Northern France 
during the war. Presidential citations 
were received for action over Ger­ 
many in 1944 and for action at Derben. 
Germany in 1945. 
Following the end of hostilities, the 
unit was deactivated, then was 
reformed and stationed in Ohio as the 
166th Tactical Fighter Squadron. In 
April of 1950 the 166th became the first 
Ohio Air National Guard unit to be 
equipped with the F-84 Thunder jet 
fighter. The squadron was called to 
active duty during the Korean conflict. 


In 1957 the 166th was assigned to the 
121st Tactical Fighter Wing and was 
given nuclear weapons capability. The 
unit was called to active duty again in 
1961 during the Berlin crisis and were 
stationed in Etain, France during that 
time. 
The 121st was called up for the third 
time when North Korea seized the 
U.S.S. Pueblo in 1968. The unit was 
stationed in Kunsan, South Korea, for 
approximately one year. 


In April, 1974, the unit received the 
first of that A-7D Corsair II fighters 
which it now flies. In addition to the 
166th at Rickenbacker, the 121st also 
includes the 112th at Pittsburgh; the 
178th Tactical Fighter Group at 
Springfield; and the 180th Tactical 
Fighter Group at Toledo. The com­ 
posite wing strength is authorized at 
3,300 men and women. 
The A-7D Corsair II was developed 
by the LTV Aerospace Corporation at 
Dallas, Texas. It is a sub-sonic assault 
jet, designed for close ground support. 
In 1967, two A-7Ds demonstrated their 
capability of long range flight when 
they crossed the Atlantic non-stop and 
without aerial refueling. They com­ 
pleted the trip in seven hours. The A- 
7D also saw extensive action in 
Vietnam. 
The A-7D is chubby and thick-winged 
in appearance. Airmen have nick­ 
named the aircraft SLUF, for “ Short, 
Little, Ugly Feller” , but the A-7D will 
be at the heart of “ Operation Coronet 
Whist” 
in 
Ingolstadt, 
Bavaria 
beginning this Thursday.

Aircraft making the trip will be 18 of 
the A-7D Corsair II fighter jets, with 
support personnel and members of the 
news media being flown over in C-141 
passenger transports from the 
Military Air Command. 
The unit commander is Brigadier 
General Harry L. Cochran, Jr. 
The 121st Tactical Fighter Wing 
traces its history to the 357th Fighter 
Group and the 364th Fighter Squadron 
of World War II. 


The unit saw action at Normandy, 
Ardennes, Central Europe, the 
Rhineland, and Northern France 
during the war. Presidential citations 
were received for action over Ger­ 
many in 1944 and for action at Derben, 
Germany in 1945. 
Following the end of hostilities, the 
unit was deactivated, then was 
reformed and stationed in Ohio as the 
166th Tactical Fighter Squadron. In 
April of 1950 the 166th became the first 
Ohio Air National Guard unit to be 
equipped with the F-84 Thunderjet 
fighter. The squadron was called to 
active duty during the Korean conflict. 


In 1957 the 166th was assigned to the 
121st Tactical Fighter Wing and was 
given nuclear weapons capability. The 
unit was called to active duty again in 
1961 during the Berlin crisis and were 
stationed in Etain, France during that 
time. 
The 121st was called up for the third 
time when North Korea seized the 
U.S.S. Pueblo in 1968. The unit was 
stationed in Kunsan, South Korea, for 
approximately one year. 


In April, 1974, the unit received the 
first of that A-7D Corsair II fighters 
which it now flies. In addition to the 
166th at Rickenbacker, the 121st also 
includes the 112th at Pittsburgh; the 
178th Tactical Fighter Group at 
Springfield; and the 180th Tactical 
Fighter Group at Toledo. The com­ 
posite wing strength is authorized at 
3,300 men and women. 
The A-7D Corsair II was developed 
by the LTV Aerospace Corporation at 
Dallas, Texas. It is a sub-sonic assault 
jet, designed for close ground support. 
In 1967, two A-7Ds demonstrated their 
capability of long range flight when 
they crossed the Atlantic non-stop and 
without aerial refueling. They com­ 
pleted the trip in seven hours. The A- 
7D also saw extensive action in 
Vietnam. 
The A-7D is chubby and thick-winged 
in appearance. Airmen have nick­ 
named the aircraft SLUF, for “Short, 
Little, Ugly Feller”, but the A-7D will 
be at the heart of “Operation Coronet 
Whist” 
in 
Ingolstadt, 
Bavaria 
beginning this Thursday.

Fifty-four people were hurt in 30 
injury accidents by Pickaway County 
Sheriff’s Deputies during April. 
There were a total of 91 accidents 
investigated during the month, 
bringing the yearly total to 452. 


The leading accident cause was 
driving left of center. In 16 of the ac­ 
cidents, drivers failed to have their 
cars under control, and in ll the 
drivers were cited for speeding. 
Deputies made 25 accident-related 
arrests during the month. 
Twenty-two of the accidents oc­ 
curred between the hours of 5 p.m. to 8 
p.m. There was only one between the 
hours of 6 a.m. to 9 a.m. 
There were 12 accidents on Mon­ 
days, 7 on Tuesdays, 15 on Wed­ 
nesdays, 12 on Thursdays, 13 on 
Fridays, 24 on Saturdays, and 8 on 
Sundays. 


Circleville Twp. recorded 20 of the 
crashes, while there were 12 in 
Pickaway Twp. and IO on Harrison 
Twp. roads. 


Deputies investigated 169 offenses in 
April, bringing the total to 416 for the 
year. There were 58 robberies, 55 
vandalism reports, and 28 burglaries. 


Thirty-four occurred in Scioto Twp., 
21 in Darby Twp., 18 in Deercreek 
Twp., 16 in Harrison Twp., and 13 each 
in Circleville and Saltcreek Twps. 


Of the 256 aid and incident reports, 
there were 45 in Circleville Twp., 40 in 
Harrison Twp., 27 in Darby Twp., and 
19 each in Pickaway and Deercreek 
Twps. 
The aid and incident reports in­ 
cluded 37 traffic complaints, 33 
suspicious cars or persons, and 23 
domestic arguments. 
Deputies accumulated 8,172 miles in 
processing 223 papers during the 
month.

Cincinnati Bengals 
Deny 'Tampering' 


CINCINNATI (AP) - The Cin­ 
cinnati Bengals’ front-office denies 
charges that it tampered with two 
Canadian Football League signees 
drafted last week by the National 
Football League club. 
The Toronto Argonauts reportedly 
plan to file a letter of complaint in the 
CFL office, claiming the Bengals have 
violated a verbal agreement between 
the two leagues. 
The central figures in the con­ 
troversy are University of Georgia 
linemen Mike Wilson and Joel Parrish, 
who were drafted in the fourth and lith 
rounds respectively by Cincinnati. 
The Bengals covet Wilson, claiming 
the powerful offensive tackle would 
have been a first round draft choice 
had he not signed with Toronto prior to 
the NFL draft. 
Dick Shatto, general manager of the 
Argonauts, said the Bengals are at­ 
tempting to undermine the contract 
agreements. 
“They (the Bengals) admitted right 
off the bat that they were talking to the 
kid (Wilson). What gets me so seething 
is Cincinnati’s flagrance in the entire 
matter,” he said. 
Shatto contends Cincinnati "didn’t 
express any concern over the 
agreement between the CFL and the 
NFL which disallows things like this. 
They indicated they would continue 
talking to him.” 
Wilson, after signing a threeyear 
contract with Toronto, visited Cin­ 
cinnati last week. 
Mike Brown, assistant general 
manager of the Bengals, said he was 
unconcerned over possible legal 
proceedings by the CFL. He said the 
Bengals would not offer a contract to 
either player until their contract 
situations are resolved. 
“We didn’t make Wilson any offer.

In 
fact, giv en the sev en y ears Americans 
hav e suffered under the U.S. Po stal 
Serv ice, just abo ut any o ne with the 
slightest kno wledge o f business might 
hav e ex pressed the v ery same senti­ 
ments. 
Ho wev lh the late« in a lo ng line o f 
peo ple to questio n, if no t o penly attack, 
the management po licies o f the Po stal 
Serv ice is no less than Gay lo rd Free­ 
man. the head o f a special co n­ 
gressio nal co mmissio n that studied the 
Po stal Serv ice. 
Mr. Freeman was giv ing his assess­ 
ment o f the po stal mess to a Senate 
subco mmittee, and if what he had to 
say was no t sho cking, it was certainly 
disco uraging. 
To o much has been made public 
during the histo ry o f the quasi-go v em- 
mental Po stal Serv ice fo r Americans 
to be sho cked no w at a repo rt that say s 
the o rganizatio n is po o rly run. Besides, 
the man in the street has liv ed with the 
pro blem; he has endured it o n a first­ 
hand basis. 
What is disco uraging abo ut the latest 
repo rt o n the Po stal Serv ice is that 
after 26 day s o f public hearings, chro n­ 
icled in fiv e v o lumes, the sto ry is 
essentially the same — serv ice has 
declined while po stal rates hav e 
escalated. 
And the reco mmendatio ns are fo r 
mo re o f the same. A majo rity o f the 
co mmissio n suggests that deliv ery o f 
mail be reduced fro m six to fiv e day s a 
week, with Saturday deliv ery mo st 
likely to be eliminated. 
This latest pro po sal to reduce ser­ 
v ice was justified by the co mmissio n 
as an alternativ e to an increase in 
po stal co sts and rates. Thus, po stal 
patro ns are being asked to make a fur­ 
ther sacrifice in serv ice, ev en tho ugh 
the present lev el o f serv ice pro v ided 
them is gro ssly inadequate. 
Mo reo v er, sho uld fiv e-day mail 
deliv ery beco me a reality , po stal o ffi­ 
cials predict that the co « o f a 13-cent 
stamp will still pro bably jump to 22 
cents by 1985. Already Po stmaster 
General Benjamin Bailer is taking 
abo ut raising the rate to 16 cents nex t 
y ear. 
In fact, the sav ings fro m lo pping o ff 


a day o f mail deliv ery amo unts to less 
than o ne cent per letter in po stal co sts. 
And regardless o f the sav ings, greater 
federal 
subsidies 
will 
still 
be 
requested. 
The co mmissio n pro po ses that the 
ex isting fix ed annual subsidy o f $920 
millio n be allo wed to rise auto ­ 
matically with ex penses. It also 
reco mmends that an additio nal $624 
millio n be pro v ided to eliminate the 
present o perating debt 


Kv en the surplus reco rded fo r the 12- 
mo nth perio d ending in March, must 
be v iewed with the realizatio n that a 
huge subsidy was part o f that surplus. 
Back in 19 70, when the Po stal Serv ­ 
ice replaced the Po st Office Depart­ 
ment, predictio ns were that rates 
wo uld be cheaper, po stal deficits 
wo uld be eliminated, rural deliv ery 
wo uld be assured, small po st o ffices 
wo uld co ntinue, and co sts wo uld be 
cut. 
Sev en y ears later, the Ho use Po st 
Office and Civ il Serv ice Co mmittee is 
preparing to ho ld hearings o n a repo rt 
sho wing that po stal co sts are go ing up, 
serv ice is go ing do wn, and larger sub- 
sudies will be needed to maintain ev en 
reduced serv ices. That is a so rry 
reco rd by any y ardstick! 


Little wo nder that priv ate po stal 
o peratio ns are challenging the Po stal 
Serv ice with mo re efficient serv ice 
and at cheaper rates. Demands fo r 
priv ate co mpetitio n with the Po stal 
Serv ice’s first class mail serv ice are 
gro wing. 
In J anuary , the President's Co uncil 
o n Wage and Price Stability issued a 
repo rt which stated that permitting 
co mpetitio n to the Po stal Serv ice’s 
first class serv ice pro bably wo uld 
result in significant benefits to the 
eco no my and to the mail user. 


With release o f the repo rt fro m the 
Co mmissio n o n Po stal Serv ice, it is 
beco ming increasingly apparent that 
greater co ngressio nal co ntro l o v er 
po stal o peratio ns is necessary , if no t 
imminent. 
Left to its o wn dev ices, the U.S. 
Po stal Serv ice has "mismanaged’’ its 
way into chro nic deficits that must be 
financed by the tax pay ers, who are 
still waiting fo r the impro v ed serv ice 
pro mised them and fo r which they al­ 
ready are pay ing an ex trav agant 
price.

"Any o bjectio n . . . shall be made by 
a reso lutio n specify ing the reaso ns fo r

requesting a hearing. The reso lutio n 
shall be acco mpanied by a statement 
by the chief legal o fficer o f the po litical 
subdiv isio n that, in his o pinio n, the 
o bjectio n is based upo n substantial

(Sectio n 4303.29 2 pro v ides the

“No private enterprise would ever 
consider for one minute” running the 
mail system the way it now operates. 
Those are not my words, although I 
have on a number of occasions made 
essentially the same statement. In 
fact, given the seven years Americans 
have suffered under the U.S. Postal 
Service, just about anyone with the 
slightest knowledge of business might 
have expressed the very same senti* 
ments. 
HowevA-, the latest in a long line of 
people to question, if not openly attack, 
the management policies of the Postal 
Service is no less than Gaylord Free­ 
man, the head of a special con­ 
gressional commission that studied the 
Postal Service. 
Mr. Freeman was giving his assess­ 
ment of the postal mess to a Senate 
subcommittee, and if what he had to 
say was not shocking, it was certainly 
discouraging. 
Too much has been made public 
during the history of the quasi-govern­ 
mental Postal Service for Americans 
to be shocked now at a report that says 
the organization is poorly run. Besides, 
the man in the street has lived with the 
problem; he has endured it on a first­ 
hand basis. 
What is discouraging about the latest 
report on the Postal Service is that 
after 26 days of public hearings, chron­ 
icled in five volumes, the story is 
essentially the same — service has 
declined while postal rates have 
escalated. 
And the recommendations are for 
more of the same. A majority of the 
commission suggests that delivery of 
mail be reduced from six to five days a 
week, with Saturday delivery most 
likely to be eliminated. 
This latest proposal to reduce ser­ 
vice was justified by the commission 
as an alternative to an increase in 
postal costs and rates. Thus, postal 
patrons are being asked to make a fur­ 
ther sacrifice in service, even though 
the present level of service provided 
them is grossly inadequate. 
Moreover, should five-day mail 
delivery become a reality, postal offi­ 
cials predict that the cost of a 13-cent 
stamp will still probably jump to 22 
cents by 1985. Already Postmaster 
General Benjamin Bailer is taking 
about raising the rate to 16 cents next 
year. 
In fact, the savings from lopping off 


a day of mail delivery amounts to less 
than one cent per letter in postal costs. 
And regardless of the savings, greater 
federal subsidies will still 
be 
requested. 
The commission proposes that the 
existing fixed annual subsidy of $920 
million be allowed to rise auto­ 
matically with expenses. It also 
recommends that an additional $624 
million be provided to eliminate the 
present operating debt. 


Even the surplus recorded for the 12- 
month period ending in March, must 
be viewed with the realization that a 
huge subsidy was part of that surplus. 
Back in 1970, when the Postal Serv­ 
ice replaced the Post Office Depart­ 
ment, predictions were that rates 
would be cheaper, postal deficits 
would be eliminated, rural delivery 
would be assured, small post offices 
would continue, and costs would be 
cut. 
Seven years later, the House Post 
Office and Civil Service Committee is 
preparing to hold hearings on a report 
showing that postal costs are going up, 
service is going down, and larger sub- 
sudies will be needed to maintain even 
reduced services. That is a sorry 
record by any yardstick! 


Little wonder that private postal 
operations are challenging the Postal 
Service with more efficient service 
and at cheaper rates. Demands for 
private competition with the Postal 
Service’s first class mail service are 
growing. 
In January, the President’s Council 
on Wage and Price Stability issued a 
report which stated that permitting 
competition to the Postal Service’s 
first class service probably would 
result in significant benefits to the 
economy and to the mail user. 


With release of the report from the 
Commission on Postal Service, it is 
becoming increasingly apparent that 
greater congressional control over 
postal operations is necessary, if not 
imminent. 
Left to its own devices, the U.S. 
Postal Service has “mismanaged” its 
way into chronic deficits that must be 
financed by the taxpayers, who are 
still waiting for the improved service 
promised them and for which they al­ 
ready are paying an extravagant 
price.

“Communities who have problems 
with nuisance premises and high 
crime spots can now take action 
against the bad operators,” Director 
Clifford E. Reich of the Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Liquor Control stated today. 
“As a result of legislation passed last 
year, local governments have the right 
to object to permit renewals and to 
request a hearing to be conducted by 
our department.” 
Amended Section 4303.271 of the Ohio 
Revised Code, effective August 6,1976, 
states: 
“Any objection . . . shall be made by 
a resolution specifying the reasons for 
objecting 
to the 
renewal 
and 
requesting a hearing. The resolution 
shall be accompanied by a statement 
by the chief legal officer of the political 
subdivision that, in his opinion, the 
objection is based upon substantial 
legal grounds within the meaning and 
intent of division (A) of section 4303.292 
of the Revised Code.” 
(Section 4303.292 provides the 
criteria for the department’s rejection 
of permit issuances, transfers and 
renewals). 
Amended Section 4303.271 states, 
“Any objection shall be made no later 
than thirty days prior to the expiration

of the permit . . . ” 
Since all permits expire October 1st, 
local governments have until August 
31st to submit their objection. 
Last year, because there was less 
than one month from the date of the 
enactment to the August 31st due date, 
the department received only five 
objections to renewals — all from 
Cincinnati City Council. The depart­ 
ment sustained three of the permit 
renewal objections and rejected the 
permits. 
Next week the department is mailing 
letters to police and sheriffs’ depart­ 
ments and local governments advising 
them of the approaching renewal 
period. Police and sheriffs’ depart­ 
ment swill also receive a card for each 
pending renewal in their area. 
“Local governments should coor­ 
dinate their efforts with their law 
enforcement authorities,” Director 
Reich said. “It is important that police 
and sheriffs’ offices maintain log 
accounts of enforcement action taken 
at problem permit premises. Such 
evidence should be presented at the 
objection hearings.” 
The Director added that local 
governments now have the right to 
appeal a decision by the department 
overruling their objection.
